Father Kennedy | 
Will Speak on 
Catholic Genius 

Tomorrow evening at eight 
o’clock, the Rev. John S. Kennedy, 
one of the foremost lecturers in 
the United States, will deliver an 
address here, covering the topic 
“The Genius of Catholicism.” The 
lecture will be held in the Rec Hall 
to enable the faculty v and students 
to mingle together. A question 
period will follow the address. 

Father Kennedy, a noted radio 
commentator, is a nationally known 
literary critic for the New York 
Times, and Associate Editor of the 
Catholic Transcript, Hartford, 
Conn., diocesan weekly. He writes 
a monthly c'olumn for the Los 
Angeles papers entitled, “The 
Tidings of Los Angeles,” and has 
fictional reviews in Commonweal, 
Catholic World, New York Times 
Book Review, and other widely 
read religious and secular publi- 

catio ns. 

In , his address Father Kennedy 
will point out the character and 
record of Catholicism under fierce 
and varied attacks, and will at- 
tempt to answer these questions: 

- Is Catholicism the foe of freedom ? 
Is it an enslaver of men’s minds? 
Does it block progress? Is it the 
enemy of the State? 

Following the question period, 
Father Kennedy will mingle with 
his listeners and answer any per- 
sonal question which may be 
asked.

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Ideas on Ideals ' 

One of the major problems of every college student is the 
evaluating of ideals. The student must decide, usually by the 
end of liis second year, just what lie is going to do when lie 
is graduated. He must set up certain goals which he must try 
to achieve. No matter how much counselling he may receive, 
the decisions are up to him, as is the fulfillment of his plans. 

Assuredly, the student will need a job which will give 
him a decent amount pf money. He will want a home, a wife, 
children, a car, good clothes. But . . . are these ideals? Many 
students seem to think so. This is especially true in the less 
contemplative fields of business and science. Concentration 
upon materialistic goals can easily lead to a penurious, pessi- 
mistic stat^ of mind. 

Well then, just what type of ideal should the student 
pursue? A mental state may be the answer. The mind is the 
major weapon which the college man of today must utilize 
in the carving of his life. In setting up materialistic goals, a 
student often ^attacks the pr oblem without considering his 
means. A better ideal would be that of a mentpj sate, which, 
once achieved, would .automatically provide the material neces- 
sities of post-college life. 

To enlarge and explain: when a student enters college 
he is told that liis first two years study will give him a general 
background in nearly every field of knowledge. He takes 
courses in philosophy, religion, humanities and social sciences. 
Through these studies, the college tries to develop in the stu- 
dent’s mind, a certain broadmindedness, an insight into the 
basic problems of his own and others’ lives, and an enlightened 
Catholic attitude toward daily life. 

It is up to the student himself to accept and further his 
progress toward this mental position. If he gains it, he has 
realized the pettiness of many of the standards of today’s 
society. He is able to overlook the small defeats entirely, and 
to view the big ones with a philosophical eye. The material 
necessities will naturally come to him, for he will have the 
ability plus the determination to carry on despite difficulties. 

Having once attained mental happiness with its con- 
comitant material security, he will not be the type who will 
say “I deserve this,” but rather one who will truthfully say 
“I am thankful.” In the eyes of God, which is better?— D.C.

While the country that is but a few miles across the 
Bering Straits f/om us, becomes more and more of a threat 
of war, the entire world searches for a way to gain peace. 
The’ United Nations conferences for the past few years have 
llfeen working diligently toward that goal.

Assembly Stages of STUFF 
Show Story of Newspaper

The production of an issue of 
STUFF is somewhat involved, yet 
interesting. Few students are 
aware of the various steps through 
which a bit of news goes before 
it finally appears in the local post 
office boxes. / 

When one issue has “hit the 
streets,” the editor calls a meeting 
of all staff member s, and assigns 
stories for the next paper." The 
deadline for these stories is one 
week off, giving the reporter a 
sufficient amount of time to col- 
lect his material and write it up. 

Interesting Assignment 

The assignments often prove 
interesting, as a good writer is 
expected to show up with the 
“who, what, when, where, why 
and how,” regardless of the hard- 
ships through which he mayhave 
to go. One reporter recently start- 
ed out to find a certain scox-e-book. 
He found the place, which at the 
time was unlit, put the book in his 
pocket, 'and returned to the staff 
office. When he examined his find, 
it turned out fo be, much to his 
surprise and chagrin, a profes- 
sor’s grade book. 

When the stories have been 
written and turned in to the edi- 
tors, they go through a process 
known as copyreading. This in- 
volves correction of grammatical 
and factual errors, and possibly 
rewriting of the whole story, if 
it does not measure up to the 
standards of good newswriting. 

“How Not to Write News” 
Usually, at the start of the year, 
several of the reporters are apt 
to be a little inexperienced, and 
the editors can expect some stories 
which will go down in the history 
of journalism as examples of “How 
Not to Write News.” 

For instance, a piece of copy 
was once turned in which began, 
“The other day I went to a meet- 
ing of Stuff and the editor said

h,e would like to know how the 
student council is getting along 
so I walked over to the hall and 
talked to a member of the council 
and got the scoop.” This went 
on ad infinitum. With a little 
fatherly advice, however, things 
like these are soon straightened 
out. 

— Column Proofs 

The finished copy is sent to the 
pi’inter, and each story is printed 
separately in column form on long 
sheets of paper known as “gal- 
leys,” or column proofs. Two sets 
of these are sent out from the 
print-shop, one of which is proof- 
read for linotypist’s errors, the 
other used in making up the 
paper. 

After the individual^stories have 
been cut out of the galleys, they 
are pasted on a large printed sheet 
known as a “dummy,” marked off 
in columns the exact size of the 
finished issue. The editors must 
decide where each item is to be 
placed, depending upon its news 
value, headlines must be written, 
pictures pasted in, and captions 
for them written. The prize cap- 
tion ’for the year is “Three Thweet 
Things,” evidently written in a 
moment of extreme mental weak- 
ness as the title for a picture of 
three of the actresses in “January 
Thaw.” 

The dummy is then sent to the 
printer, who uses it in making the 
forms from which the paper is 
printed.
